REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER

Independent claim 1 recites "wherein a transparent intermediate layer comprising at least one of a metal oxide other than a nickel 
oxide". "Other than a nickel oxide" is interpreted as there is no nickel oxide. However, dependent claims 21 and 23 recite that 
"said intermediate layer comprises nickel oxide". If independent claim 1 recites that there is no nickel oxide, dependent claims 
are prohibited from claiming that there is nickel oxide. For this reason, as stated in the previous Office Action, the claims 
contradict each other. Regarding claim 25, the phrases "a transparent intermediate layer comprising at least one of a metal oxide 
other than a nickel oxide" and "said intermediate layer comprises nickel oxide" contracdic each other for the same reason as 
stated above..
